SWEDISH KING PRESENTS NOBEL

Gustav of Sweden today presented 
the Nobel literary and peace prizes, 
won by Eugene O'Neill, American 
dramatist; Dr. Carlos Saavedra La- 
mas, Argentine Foreign Minister, 
and Carl von Ossietzky, German 
pacifist.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 10.—It was 
reliably reported at the Vatican 
that Pope Pius XI suffered a re- 
lapse today from paralysis of the 
legs He was stricken Saturday 
and was reported later to be re- 
covering. 


A bulletin issued by the Pope’s 
physicians this morning had said 
that, while the Pope was remaining 
in bed, his condition was*the same. 
The Pope’s physician, Dr, Aman- 
ti Milani, after a second morning 
visit, said he was quite satisfied 
with his patient’s condition. He 
said the Pope rrobably would be 
confined to his apartment until 
after Christmas. Dr. Milani said 
the Pope was becoming more rec- 
onciled to his affliction. 

During the morning, the Pope 
was raised from his bed and as- 
sisted to a study adjoining the sick- 
room for a short while, it was an- 
nounced. 

Except for the doctor and the 
Pope’s attendant, only the Papal 
Secretary, Cardinal Pacelli, was ad- 
mitted to the sickroom. 

Later, a verbal bulletin disclosed 
that an elastic stocking had been 
prescribed for the Pope's left leg, 
to. relieve a persistent varicose 
dition, saad

CANADIAN CABINET ACCEPTS 
KING EDWARD'S ABDICATION 


No Special Meeting of Parliament; 
Ratification at Regular 
Session Later. 
Canadian Press. 
OTTAWA, Dec. 10.—rhe Cabinet 
of the Dominion of Canada passed 
an Order in Council today author- 
izing the British Government to 
include Canada in the act of ac 
ceptance of the abdication of King 
Edward VIII. 
The order was immediately ap- 
proved by the Governor-General. 
The action was taken under sec 
tion 4 of the Statute of Westmin- 
ster. Thus the Canadian Parlia- 
ment will not have to assemble im- 
mediately, but can ratify the action 
at a regular session in January.

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Text of King’s Statement 


POLLOWINe is the text of King Edward VIII’s announcement of 
abdication as read to the House of Commons today: 
After long and anxious consideration, I have determined to ' 
renounce the throne to which I succeeded on the death of my 
father and I am now communicating this, my final and irrevocable 


7 I deeply appreciate the spirit which has actuated the appeals 
which have been made to me to take a different decision and I 
have before reaching my final determination most fully pondered 


But my mind is made up. Moreover, further delay cannot but 
be most injurious to the peoples whom I have tried to serve as 
Prince of Wales and as King and whose future happiness and 
prosperity are the constant wish of my heart. 

I take my leave of them in the confident hope that the course 
which 1 have thought it right to follow is that’which is best for 
the stability of the throne and Empire and happiness of my people. 

I am deeply sensible of the consideration which they have 
always extended to me both before and after my accession to the 
throne and which I know they will extend in full measure to my 


I am most anxious that there should be no delay of any 
kind in giving effect to the instrument which I have executed 
and that all necessary steps should be taken immediatgly to se- 
cure that my lawful successor, my brother, his Royal Highness, the 
Duke of York, should ascend to the throne.

Laborite Says It Has Served 
Usefulness, Another Assails 
“Humbug, Cant.’

LONDON, Dec. 10.— Despite a 
plea for restraint which had been 
made by Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin, outspoken Laborite mem- 
bers and the only Communist mem- 
ber shouted out remarks about Ed- 
ward and the monarchy at the night 
session of Commons. 

James Maxton, Independent Lab- 
orite, declared Edward’s abdication 
proved the monarchy had outlived 
its usefulness, and he declared Brit- 
ain and the Dominions should be- 
come Republican, 

A bitter attack upon the relation- 
ship of Edward and Mrs. Simpson 
was made by George Buchanan, an- 
other Independent Labor man, who 
defied attempts of other M. P.’s to 
shout him down.” 

Buchanan declared he never had 
listened to such “humbug” as he 
had heard in Commons today, and 
that he felt praise of the King, 
which. was expressed in previous 
speeches, was not sincerely held in 
any quarter of the House. Shouts 
of “No” failed to halt him. 
Referring to Mrs. Simpson’s di- 
vorce, Buchanan said: 

“Everyone knows it was a break- 
ing of the law and throwing the law 
courts aside, entering into an asso- 
ciation which now everyone knows 
was collusive action.” 

“Today I listened to more cant 
and humbug than ever before in my 
life. If Edward had not gone out, 
everyone knows the same people 
who today paid him this lip service 
here would have poured out scorn, 
abuse, and filth at him. 

“Tf the King is one-tenth as good 
as you say he was, what does every- 
one want him to be ynloading? 
“It is because you want to get rid 
of him. If an ordinary workman 
had been in this mess, everyone in 
this house would have been 
ashamed of him. 

“Today you are setting aside your 
pampered royalty. The next one 
will be pampered too.”

Liberal Party Leader Speaks. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, leader of 
the Liberal parliamentary party, 
arose as Attlee finished.

“Above all, the Prime Minister, 


his closest and most intimate ad- 
viser, deserve our sympathy and 
also our gratitude for the grave, 
clear, moving statement which it 
was his melancholy duty to make 


to us this afternoon.”’ 
King’s “Political Wisdom.” 


“Let us also gratefully and re- 
spectfully acclaim the political 
wisdom which His Majesty has 
shown in discountenancing any 
attempt to divide the country on 
the issues his proposed marriage 
involves.

Session of House of Lords. 

Viscount Halifax, Lord Privy 
Seal, moving the reply to the 
King’s message in the House of 
Lords, read correspondence which 
passed between the Cabinet and 
Edward vainly seeking to change 
his decision. 

The following letter was trans- 
mitted to the King -fter Wednes- 
day’s Cabinet session, said Hali- 
fax: : 

“Mr. Baldwin, with his humble 
duty to the King: 

“1.—This morning Mr. Baldwin 
reported to the Cabinet his inter- 
view with Your Majesty yester- 
day, and informed his colleagues 
Your Majesty ther communicated 
to him informally your firm and 
definite intention to renounce the 
throne. = 

“2.—The Cabinet received the 
statement of His Majesty’s inten- 


wished Mr. Baldwin to convey to 
His Majesty immediately the 
unanimous feelings c* His Maj- 
esty’s servants. 

“The Ministers, reluctant to be. 
lieve His Majesty’s resolve is irre- 
vocable, still venture to hope be- 
fore His Majesty pronounces any 
formal decision, His Majesty may 
be pleased to reconsite: the in- 
tention which must so deeply. dis- 
tress and so vitally affect all His 
Majesty’s subjects. 

“3.—Mr. Balawin is at once 
cOmmunicating with the Domin- 
fon Prime Ministers for the pur- 
pose of letting them know His 
Majesty now has made to him an 
informal intimation of His Maj- 
esty’s intention.” 3 

King Edward's Reply Read. 

Halifax said Bdward replied:

“T happened to be staying in the 
neighborhood .of Fort Belvidere 
about the middle of October and 
ascertained that His Majesty was 
leaving his house on Sunday, Oct. 
18, to entertain a small shooting 
party at Sandringhem and that he 
was leaving Sunday afternoon. 

“T telephoned from my friend’s 
house Sunday morning and found 
he (the King) had left earlier than 
expected. 

“In the circumstances I com- 
municated with him through his 
secretary and stated I desired to 
see him. 

“It was the first and only oc- 
casion on which I was the one who 
asked for an interview. 

“I said I desired to see him and 
that the matter was urgent. 


“I told him what it was and I 
expressed my willingness to go to 
Sandringham Tuesday, the twen- 
tieth, but I said I thought it would 
be wiser, if His Majesty thought it 
fit, to see him at Belvedere because 
I was anxious at that time that none 
should know of my visit and that 
the first talk should be in complete 
privacy.

Says He Feared for Monarchy. 

“There is no man or woman in 
this country to whatever party they 
may belong who would not sub- 
seribe to that, but while this feel- 
ing vastly depends om the respect 
that hhs grown up in the last three 
generations for the monarchy, it 
might not take so long in the face 
of the kind of criticism to which 
it was being exposed to. lose that 
power far more rapidly than it was 
built up, and once lost I doubt if 
anything could restore it.

don. Crowds cheered Queen Mary 
when she left the new King’s Pic- 
cadilly house at 4:31 p. m., how- 
ever, ant police reinforcements 
were called put to keep the people 
moving there. The crowda obeyed 
the police instructiors, but re- 
fused to leave the neighborhood, 
spreading into the street and in- 
terfering with the congested 
Hyde Park corner traffic.

There were n~ newspaper 
extras as they are known to 
America, but the papers inserted 
abdication bulletins in their front 
page columns.

Edward Presumably at Lodge. 

The belief vas widespread that 
Edward would go to the Conti- 
nent tomorrow, but it was consid- 
ered more likely he would remain 
in seclusion at Belvedere until 
the act of abdicatior becomes 
law.

ALDERMAN REIDY SUGGESTS 
LICENSING HANDBOOK PLACES 


Asks City Counselor About Ordi- 
mance; Calls Arrests and Fines 
System “Silliness.” 

Alderman Nick Reidy of the 
Twenty-second Ward said today to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
intended to ask the City Counsel- 
or’s office whether a city ordinance 
would be enacted which would pro- 
vide for the licensing of handbook 
betting on races, as a measure of 
municipal revenue. 

The September grand jury, in its 
report filed last Friday, described 
the present system of arrests and 
fines of “smoke shop” handbook 
operators, amounting in effect to a 
licensing system. It termed this 
situation “the ultimate in silliness,” 
and said: “Such foolishness should 
stop, and either the gambling es- 
tablishments should be closed defi- 
nitely or they should be licensed 
and allowed to run openly under 
the law with strict supervision.” 

Reidy said that he was not a 
handbook customer, but that he 
considered the attempt to stop this 
form of gambling by law, like the 
attempt to stop liquor-drinking by 
Jaw, an impracticable undertaking. 
He suggested a minimum license 
fee of $500 a year. At present the 
first offense fine for custodianship 
of a bet is $250, this fine being im- 
posed on a plea of guilty to an of- 
fense of lesser degree than that 
charged. 

Section 4285 of the ‘Revised 
Statutes of Missouri declares book- 
making or pool-selling, defined at 
much length, to be a felony punish- 
able by imprisonment up to five 
years or a fine not less than $500. 
The cotirts have held in the past 
that any city ordinance in conflict 
with the state statutes is void,

W. C. Potter of Guaranty

HUGE LOANS MADE

Allowed to Gamble With 
Loan, Wheeler Says— 
‘We Had Confidence in 
Them,’ Witness Replies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — How! 


late Van Sweringen brothers, Cleve- 
land financiers, were given unlim- 
ited credit by leading ‘New York 
banks, including the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., to carry out a vast 
merger of the nation’s major rail 
systems was described today before 
the Senate Committee investigat- 
ing railroad finance. 

The witness was William C. Pot- 
ter, head of the Guaranty Trust Co., 
and under questioning from Chair- 
man Wheeler of the committee he 
verified details of flotation of $147,- 
000,000 of Alleghany Corporation se- 
curities by New York banks in the 
Morgan group. The Alelghany Cor- 
poration was formed by the Van 
Sweringen brothers as a holding 
company for their railroad proper- 
ties. Under its charter, Wheeler 
sought to bring out, the two broth- 
ers had almost unlimited powers. 

Potter insisted restrictions were 
put on the Van Sweringens. He 
asked for time to read prospectuses 
put out in connection with the stock 
and bond issues of Alleghany & 
Wheeler adjourned the committee 
hearings until Monday morning to 
give him an opportunity to study 
these documents. 

Astounded at Borrowing. 

“It seems incredible to me,” 
Wheeler said, “that the First Na- 
tional Bank in New York, J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the Guaranty Trust 
and these lawyers would let their 
names be used in connection with 
the flotation of these issues when 
it meant that they were allowing 
two individuals to go out and in- 
vest $147,000,000 as they saw fit. 
And then to allow them to borrow 
and borrow and borrow.” 

It has already been shown that 
the Van Sweringens from time to 
time, as the depression dissipated 
their dream of a great railroad 
merger, borrowed large sums of 
banks in the Morgan group. 

“The idea,” said Potter, “was to 
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Held Van Sweringen Collateral

permit them’to carry out the merg- 
er of a great railroad system. If 
we had attempted to limit their 
borrowing, the question would have 
been where to place the limit. Con- 
ditions themselves, as it developed, 
placed a limit. But I wouldn’t have 
known where to place the limit. It 
was a question whether we would 
give them any money at all or 
whether we would give them suf- 
ficient to go out and carry out their 
idea.”’ 

“But if they were permitted to 
gamble with this $147,000,000, then 
not only the common stock but the 
bonds and thé preferred stock as 
well could become worthless, 
Wheeler declared when Potter 
pointed out that Alleghany bonds 
were listed on the market today at 
close to par. 


“Had Confidence in Them.” 

“There were very distinct limi- 
tations on the Van Sweringens in 
the trust agreement,” Potter said. 
“Of course, we gave them a great 
deal of latitude and it was because 
we had a great deal of confidence 
in them, 

Briefly the afternoon testimony 
at the heaering touched on the fa- 
mous Morgan preferred list that 
caused such a sensation when it 
was first disclosed in 1933 by the 
Senate investigation into the stock 
market boom. The Morgan firm 
allocated 750,000 shares of  Alle- 
ghany stock to associated banking 
firms and favored individuals at 
the price at which it was acquired, 
It was sold to the public for $24 a 
share. The Guaranty Trust was al- 
located 40,000 shares and of this 
block Potter got 5000 shares. 

As in previous hearings profits 
to’ the Morgan firm from flotation 
of Van Sweringen securities were 
put into the record. By acting as 
transfer agent for a series of three 
Alleghany issues the Morgan firm 
made a profit of $221,757. 


Term/‘nal Deal Inquired Into. 


Chairman Wheeler sought to dis- 
cover why the late O. P. Van Swer- 
ingen boughht Terminal properties 
in North Kansas City at the same 
time that he was acquiring control 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
system. 


Wheeler took John P. Murphy, 
counsel for the Van Sweringen in- 
terests, over the intricate details of 
the transaction whereby through 
two or three holding companies the 
Van Sweringen paid the Armour 
and Swift packing companies $19,- 
100,000 for the terminal properties. 

The three terminal properties, in- 
cluding a real estate development 
project at North Kansas City and 
a terminal railroad at St. Joseph, 
Mo., were acquired by the Geneva 
Corporation, which was a_ wholly 
owned subsidiary of the Vaness 
Corporation, top holding company 
of the Van Sweringen railroad em- 
pire at that time. The Geneva 
Corporation merely acted, however, 
for the Alleghany Corporation, an- 
other Van Sweringen company, 
which at that time was buying con- 
trol of Migsouri Pacific. 

Reason for Transaction. 
“Was not this a transaction so de- 
vised as to keep knowledge of the 


purchase away from the stockhold- 


ers of Alleghany,” Wheeler demand- 
ed. 

“I canhot sybscribe to that rea- 
son,” said Murphy who had previ- 
ously testified that the terminal 
properties were purchased to buy 
up the good will of the packers. 
“You hoped to get the business of 
the packers for other Van' Swer- 
ingen lines, did you not?” Wheeler 
asked. , 

“I shouldn't say that was a rea- 
son,’ Murphy responded. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, which adv ‘Joans of 
more than $23,000, to the Mis- 
souri Pacific, has attacked the con- 
tract for purchase of the terminal 
properties, charging it worked 
greatly to the disadvantage of the 
railroad, 

From One Banker to Another. 
“Who had control of Missouri Pa- 
cific before the Van Sweringens 
began to buy it up?” Wheeler 
asked. 

“The information in our offices,” 
Murphy said, “was that Kuhn, 


[Loeb & Co. held control and that 


it was run by William E. Williams, 
chairman of the board.” 

“But after the Van Sweringens 
acquired control, then the Morgan 
firm became backers to the Mis- 
souri Pacific, is that correct?” 
“Yes, that is correct,’ Murphy 
said. Shortly thereafter Wheeler 
introduced a series of three letters 
showing that the Morgan firm first 
bought from Alleghany, Missouri 
Pacific bonds to the value of $18,- 
500,000 and then immediately gave 
Alleghany an optioOn to buy these 
securities back. One objective of 
the present hearings is to. show 
huge profits realized by bankers 
from railroad finance. 

More and More Companies. 
Once again Wheeler made exten- 
sive use of the chart showing the 
vast holdings that the Van Swerin- 
gens had grouped under the Vaness 
Corporation. At the time that the 
two brothers, both of whom have 
died within the last year, were 
about to lose control of their rail- 
road system through sale of col- 
lateral put up to secure a loan from 
J. P. Morgan & Co., still another 
holding company, Mid-America Cor- 
poration, was organized. It was in 
the formation of this top holding 
company that George A, Ball, Mun- 
cie, Ind., glass jar -manufacturer, 
took part. 

About many of the companies 
listed on the chart Murphy con- 
fessed he knew nothing at all al- 
though he was as closely in touch 
with the affairs of the Van Swer- 
ingens as any one. Other com- 
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Not only several major rail systems 
‘but shipping companies, hotels, real 
estate projects were included in 
the Van Sweringen financial apes 
ture. 

Stockholders Not Informed. 


Although in the purchase of the 
Kansas City and St. Joseph termi- 
nal properties, the Geneva Corpora- 
tion acted for Alleghany, it was the 
latter that wrote the checks and 
turned them over to the packers, 
Wheeler brought out, putting into 
the record canceled checks and 
vouchers. Alleghany stockholders 
were not informed of these pur- 
chases, Murphy ‘said. Wheeler also 
put into the record a letter which 
Murphy had written, as an officer 
of the Geneva Corporation, to the 
Alleghany Corporation. 

“One holding company was using 
another holding company as a dum- 
my nominee to acquire this stock,” 
Wheeler said. “You were writing 
a letter from one of the Van Swer- 
ingen holding companies to anoth- 
er, is that not correct?” 

“The letter was merely a matter 
of record,” Murphy replied. 

Previously Murphy had testified 
that the Geneva Corporation had 
been used to carry out the sale so 
that the public would not know that 
Alleghany was acquiring the term- 
inal properties. This, Murphy in- 
sisted despite Wheeler’s repeated 
questioning, would have impaired 
the “good will” which Alleghany 
hoped to acquire through the pur- 
chase, 

I. ©. C. Asks for Transcipt. 

At the start of the hearings, 
Wheeler read a letter from Charles 
D. Mahaffie, chairman of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, re- 
questing a transcript of the hear- 
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the sale to the public of $85,000,000 
of Alleghany securities. As collat- 
eral for this issue the Guaranty 
Trust held a voting majority of 
stocks in Van Sweringen railroads.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Albert Fred- 
erick Arthur George, Duke of York, 
Earl of Inverness, and Baron Kil- 
larney, who now becomes King of 
Great Britain and the Dominions, 
and Emperor of India, was the sec- 
ond son of King George V and

A shy, home-loving Prince, the 
new King has undertaken the many 
arduous duties which have fallen to 
his lot with seriousness and devo- 
tion. As an example of his strong 
sense of duty, the following story 
may be told: 

For many years he was afflicted 
with a form of stuttering which 
made his public speeches an ordeal 
both for himself and for his au- 
dience, yet when he was chosen by 
his father in 1927 to go to Australia 
to attend the dedication of the Fed- 
eral Parliament buildings at Can- 
berra, he set himself to cure his 
stuttering. For several hours a day 
for many months he drilled under a 
specialist with such success that he 
almost entirely overcame the disa- 
bility. 

At Battle of Jutland. 

During the war, the Duke served 
on board a battleship at the Battle 
of Jutland. He won mention in dis- 
patches for his coolness under fire. 

He is more than merely a good 
tennis player. Twice he has ap- 
peared in the championships at 
Wimbledon. As a golfer he, like his 
elder brother, Edward, was always 
a fair performer. 

It is for his interest in welfare 
work, however, that the new King 
is chiefly noted. He has always 
taken the greatest pains to be 
friends with labor leaders, both in 
England and throughout the Em- 
pire. -He was the originator of a 
summer camp on the East Coast 
each year, which is attended by 200 
boys from the public schools and 
200 from factories and workshops 
from all over the country. 

18 Months Younger Than Edward. | 

Eighteen months younger than 
Edward VIII, the new King was 
born at York Cottage in the grounds 
of Sandringham House, Dec. 14, 
1895. His childhood was spent 
chiefly there or at Marlborough 
House in London. His father and 
his grandfather, Edward VII, deter- 
mined to train the boy along the 
same lines as, and as much as pos- 
sible alongside of the Prince of 

Wales. 

The boys were taught French, 
singing, dancing and riding. They 
were instructed by the same tutors 
and drilled in the school of the sol- 
dier by the same Army sergeants. 
They learned to swim and played 
squash rackets, football and cricket. 
Squash always was a favorite game 
of theirs, and when they later went 
on a long Empire cruise together, 
they had a court fitted up in the 
battle-cruiser on which they trav- 
eled. 

At Sandringham they played foot- 
ball with the boys of the village and 
cricket with the children of the 
staff of the royal household at 
Windsor. They were . coached in 
golf at Balmoral in Scotland and 
in both England and Scotland the 
keepers, stalkers and ghillies of the 
royal estates tried to make the 
young masters as keen fishermen 
as their fafhen Neither son, how- 
ever, was ever able to match their 
father with a shotgun, for George 
V, especially at high pheasants, was 
one of the half-dozen best shots in 
the United Kingdom. 

Enthusiast at Sports. 

The Duke maintained his en- 
thusiasm for outdoor sports, and 
like his elder brother he often 
rode to hounds or competed in 
point-to-point races. ., 

His great forte was tennis and 
he was a bit more than just good 
at the game. He appeared in the 
1926 Wimbledon doubles with L. 
Greig as partner, going down be- 
fore Gore and Barrett, a crack 
British pair, 6—1, 6—3, 6—2. In 
1928 he entered for the English sin- 
gles championship. 

He played a better than average 
game of golf also, usually shooting 
in the 80s. His most publicized 
golf effort was,a match which he 
lost in. 1924 to Frank Hodges, a 
miners’ union leader. He had a 
handicap of nine, which was two 
strokes better than King Edward's 
rating. 

However heavy his official du- 
ties might be, he always managed 
to go one day each year to his 
summer camp and to take full part 
in the life of the camp, dressed in 
shorts and an old shirt. On these 
occasions it was the Duke who al- 
ways led the afternoon bathing 
stampede to the sea shore. 

At Naval Training School. 

When the Duke was 14 he was 
sent, as was Edward before him, 
to the Naval Training School which, 
from 1903 to 1921, was maintained 
on Queen Victoria's old estate at 
Osborne, on the Isle of Wight. 

The boys went to Osborne under 
orders that they were to have “no 


shipmate on the Collingwood, said: 
“He always put his back into what- 
ever was going om and I can see 
him now, rushing through the in- 
tense effort of the day and finish- 
ing with the traditional bread 
and cheese, onions and beer before 
turning in.” 


Training Cruise in 1913. 

The cadet days ended with a six 
months training cruise in 1913 that 
took him to the West Indies, New- 
foundiand and Canada and gave 
him a glimpse of United States ter- 
ritory from the Canadian side of 
Niagara Falls. Besides the sea- 
manship which he acquired on that 
voyage he also learned a salutary 
lesson in noblesse oblige. It had to 
do with his fondness for ‘tennis. 
All through the voyage, at every 
opportunity to get ashore, he had 
managed to get in a few sets. At 
Halifax there was an Official re- 
ception for the officers of the fleet, 
but the youthful prince played ten- 
nis instead. Word of this went back 
to Buckingham Palace and_ there 
came a cable from King George 
that was as blunt as any ireful 
father ever sent a blundering son. 
If Albert ever again broke an offi- 
cial engagement for the sake of 
play, the fact has never been re- 
corded. 

He went to sea in earnest when 
the World War started. His serv- 
ice was interrupted in* September, 
1914, by an operation for appendi- 
citis but he rejoined the fleet in 
February, 1915. He was aboard the 
battleship Collingwood in the bat- 
tle of Jutland on May 31, 1916, and 
later he was a turret officer on the 
battleship Malaya before being 
} forced ashore by gastric disorders. 
He underwent a major abdominal 
operation in September, 1916, and 
was seriously ill for several months. 

Late in 1917 he was fit again and 
was transferred to the naval 
branch of the Royal Air Force. He 
qualified as a pilot and in October, 
1918, was on the Western Front. 
He: continued in naval aviation af- 
ter the Armistice and attained the 
rank of squadron commander in 
1920, 


Special Courses at Cambridge. 

War service was followed by a 
short interlude at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he took special 
courses in history, economics and 
civics, riding to and from lectures 
on a motorcycle, but he often was 
absent from the University for days 
at a time representing his father at 
Royal weddings, christenings or fu- 
nerals on the Continent, or appear- 
ing at official affairs in London: 

His first official assignment as 
a son of the King, was to accom- 
pany Albert, King of the’ Belgians, 
on that King’s triumphal re-entry 
into Brussels in 1918. 

Up to 1927 his public appearances 
were times of mental torture be- 
cause of his stuttering and in those 
years he generally referred to George 
V as “His Majesty” or “my father” 
in order to avoid saying “the 
k-k-k-king.” 

His fault of speech was the back- 
ground of an episode when he 
opened the Wembley Exposition of 
1925 in London. He stood before a 
microphone but the electricians had 
trouble with the battery of loud- 
speakers and his voice carried only 
a few feet. Turning to a friend, he 
remarked just as the current came 
on againrand in a voice that con- 
sequently carried all over the are- 
na; “The d-d-damned thing 
d-d-doesn’t w-w-w-work!” 

On his 1927 trip to Australia the 
Duke took particular pains to make 
friends with labor leaders, notably 
J. T. Lang, who later became Prime 
Minister of New South Wales, and 
H. E, Holland, a New Zealand trade 
unionist. He made frequent inspec- 
tions of factories and of workers’ 
fiving conditions, learned to pour 
casts in a foundry and operate a 
linotype. Back in England he helped 
found and for years was president 
of the Industrial Welfare Society. 

Romance and Marriage. 

Soon after he had been elevated 
to the peerage in 1920, rumors of 
romances began to circulate and it 
was notable that British girls were 
the subject of virtually all of these 
Among those whose names cropped 
up most frequently were Lady Mary 
Ashley, Olive Campbell, the Hon.

DATES 10 1385; RICHARD I 
GAVE IT TO HIS BROTHER 


LONDON, Dec. 10, 

HE title’ of Duke of York 

dates from 1385 when King 

Richard IL. conferred it re 
his brother, Edmund, as 4 
ward for a cam against 
the Scots. Similarly Prince Al- 
bert received it in 1920 from his 
father, George V, along with his 
other titles, and most of the ac- 
companying citations referred 
to his war service.. 

The title was hereditary from 
1385 until Edward IV became the 
first King of the House of York 
in 1471. It then became a gift of 
the crown and since has been 
conferred by sovereigns on 
younger sons. Several times the | 
dukedom has lapsed, there be- 
ing no award of the title in the 
sixteenth century. It was re- 
vived in 1605 by James I for 
his ill-fated son Charles Stuart 
who held it as a sickly lad for 
seven years until, after the 
death of his elder brother, 
Henry, he was made Prince of 
Wales.~ There were six other 
lapses, ranging from 65 years 
between 1827 and 1892 te 19 
years from 1901 to 1920. 

Both these latter periods had 
to do with George V. He was 
given the title in 1892 by his 
grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
shortly, affer the death of his 
elder brother. George  relin- 
quished it and the earldom of 
Inverness when Edward VII 
made him Prince of Wales. The 
accession of Edward VIII as a 
bachelor king, earlier this year 
caused the latter title to fall va- 
cant, and as the new King has 
no son, it will still remain in 
abeyance. 


since she was 10 years old but 
friends said she made him propose 
three times before she accepted 
him.on a cold January morning in 
the woods of Hertfordshire. 

Their wedding on April 26, 1923, 
was a brilliant Royal affair, at- 
tended by Kings and Queens, 
Princes and Princesses, envoys and 
special Ambassadors, and marked 
by showers of bridal gifts from all 
quarters of the globe, The Prince 
of Wales, later Edward VIII, was 
best man. 

The pair set up their household 
in a sooty London mansion on Pic- 
cadilly at Hyde Park Corner rear 
Buckingham Palace, and were still 
living there wheg he became heir 
presumptive.

Their life thereafter was largely 
uneventful.

land, spent a time on a sheep sta- 
tion in New South Wales, attended 
a corroboree in Queensland, hunted 
kangaroos in South -Australia. He

On the return journey in the Aus- 
tralian Bight, the battleship Re- 
nown on which he was traveling 
was caught in a terrific hurricane: 
and in the Indian Ocean, a thou- 
sand miles from land, fire broke out 
in a hold on the ship. In Mauri- 
tius on hig arrival, a newspaper 
carried a famous mis-print: “The 
Colonia] Secretary announces that 
his Royal Highness can stand only 
three days in Mauritius.” It should, 
of course, have read “stay.” 

Likes to Stay at Home. 

It was typical of the retired life 
which the Duke and Duchess lived, 
that not until 1931 did they make an 
official visit to Paris. They then 
went to the French capital for 
“British Wetk” at the French Colo- 
nial Exposition. 

But whenever he could, the Duke 
stayed at home. He enjoyed the 
harp playing of his wife and liked 
to read detective stories. He was 
fond of movies, too, and could while 
away an hour or so knitting. 

In addition to his several titles of 
nobility, the Duke, up to the time 
of his accession, was an Admiral in 
the Royal Navy, a General in the 
Army, and a marshal of the Royal 
Air Force.

&@ young white woman but an- 
nounced he would again consider 
the case, if necessary, after defense 
counsel had exhausted their reme- 
dies in the State courts. 

Following the suggestion of _the 
court, attorneys for the Negroes 
will apply immediately. to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Mississippi County, 
where the case originated, asking 
that the case be reviewed on mat- 
ters outside the official record — 
which would niclude the alleged 
mob spirit in tht court room on 
which the application for the Fed- 
eral writ was based. 

“If you lose in the State court 
come in here and file an amend- 
ment,” Judge Martineau suggested. 

Judge Martineau, who did not 
dismiss the petition but . directed 
the hearing be continued pending 
further appeal to the State courts, 


ruled that every remedy must first 

be exhausted in State courts be- 

fore turning to the Federal courts, 
Judge Gives His Reason. 

The Judge, who recently in- 
formed an Arkansas jury that in 
his opinion-Paul D. Peacher, City 
Marshal of Earl, was guilty of vio- 
lating the anti-slavery statute by 
forcing Negroes to work on Jand 
leased by him after a farcical trial

in England for iredell 
Over King’s Plan to Wed 


Incidents of Kind From Edward I Forward, 
But in 600 Years No Other Sovereign 
Has Abdicated Voluntarily. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Dec. 10,—The turmoil 


| in which King Edward's love affair 


has embroiled England and the 
British Empire is not.the first 
resulting trom the marriage ar- 
rangements of a British sovereign. 

The marital adventures of Henry 
VIII, far from romantic in their 
bloody consequences, are well 
known. He defied public opinion, 
and particularly the stand of the 
church, by taking as his first wife, 


in 1509, Catherine of Aragon, wid- 
ow of his brother. His manner of 
wedding, however, was in no wise 
so shocking as the way he divorced 
her 24 years later, after repeated 
refusals of the Pope to approve the 
separation, so that he might legally 
marry . Anne Boleyn of whom he 
had béen enamored for some years. 
Anne held him only a few years 
and, to be rid of her, he had her 
beheaded. There followed four oth- 
er marriages, and one other of the 
hapless brides, Catherine Howard, 
paid with her life as had Anne. 


Two Pseudo-Abdications. 


In 600 years of English history 
there is no record of a King having 
abdicated of his own free will in or- 
der that he might follow the path 
of romance, or for any other rea- 
son. Since the year 1300 there are 
five instances of the separation of 
an English monarch from his 
throne before his death. Two have

been described, technically, as ab- 
dication; King Richard II in a 
prison cell signed a deed of abdica- 
tion in 1399, and King James II, 
having fled to France in the face 
of armed rebellion in 1688, was de- 
clared by Parliament to have abdi- 
cated. That such was not James’ 
intention was shown by later un- 
successful efforts to regain the 
throne. 

Through strife and turmoil, in- 
trigue and betrayal, and often at 
great personal danger and suffer- 
ing, English Kings, and Queens, 
have chosen to carry on, and, if 
necessary, defend their royal status 
to the bitter end. 

Although public opposition to roy- 
al marriages has flared up before, 
this -is the first time it has been 
based on the fact of the ruler’s chos- 
en mate having been divorced—the 
two divorces of Wallis Warfield 
Simpson being undoubtedly’ the 
compelling force behind the tidal 
wave of protest against the King’s 
proposed match. It seems settled 
in the British conscience that no 
matter how charming the woman 
her history could not but dishonor 
the proud and lofty throne of En- 
gland and the empire. 

Previous Domestic Standards. 

This public view no doubt.is for- 
tified by the admirable record in 
recent generations for the mainte- 
nance of high domestic standards 
in the royal palace. From the time 
of the great Queen Victoria, who 
succeeded to the crown in 1837, the 
throne has been occupied by a sov- 
ereign of exemplary family life. She 
was followed by her son, Edward 
VII, and he by the late George V, 
father of Edward VII. 

The marriage of Queen Mary I in 
1554, in the face of bitter opposi- 
tions, is recalled by Edward’s pres- 
ent difficulties. She was a daugh- 
ter of Henry VIII by his first wife, 
and succeeded to the throne in 1553 
on the death of a half-brother whc 
had no heirs. Shortly after her 
accession (she then was 37 and 
never had been mafried) she an- 
nounced her intention of marrying 
Philip vf Spain, son of the Emperor, 
Charles V. Philip was 11 years her 
junior and was a devout Roman 
Catholic at a time when much of 
Engiand was bitterly antagonistic 
to the Catholic Church. 


Wyatt's Rebellion. 


There was widespread opposition. - 
A factor was the general belief that 
Charles V had arranged the mar- 
riage for the purpose of an ailli- 
ance of England with Spain against 
France. The House of Commons 
sent a deputation to entreat Mary 
not to’marry a foreigner. Aroused 
by her determination, an army un- 
der the leadership. of Wyatt 
marched on London proposing to 
depose her and place on the throne 
her half-sister Elizabeth. The re- 
bellion was quelled and Mary reso- 
lutely stood her ground and mar- 
ried Philip. As was expected, En- 
gland soon was embroiled in war 
with France. Philip went off to 
the wars and in 1558 Mary died. 

The case of Richard II has been 
ctied as somewhat paralleling that 
of Edward in the romantic aspect. 
He ascended the throne in 1377, but 
long before that he had married 
Anne of Bohemia. She died in 1304 
and two years later Richard went 
to France and/for political reasons 
“married” the T-year-old Isabella, 
daughter of Charles VI of France. 
This marriage was never consum- 
mated, but it went much inst 
public opinion in England. the 
yéars that follewed Richard main- 
tained a court of “wanton luxury,” 
supported by arbitrary taxation. He 
declared that “the laws of England 
were in his mouth,” was ruthless 
with his enemies, and resentful of 
any restraint. For a time he was 
forced to submit to @ parliamentary 
council of state, and ultimately, as 
the opposition strength grew, he 
was made prisoner and forced to 


bride Henrietta of France. She was 
a Roman Catholic and the religious 
issue still was a burning one in 
England. 

Charles had an exalted view of 
the prerogatives of kingship, and 
in the first four years of his reign 
he dissolved three Parliaments for 
refusa] to assent to arbitrary meas- 


ures he ‘proposed. 
For 11 years thereafter Charles 


ruled without a Parliament, but all 
the while public discontent was 
growing. Finally the King was 
forced to call Parliament, and the 


‘Long Parliament” of 1640 set about 


the grim business of demanding 
redress of grievances. The conflict 
between the King and Parliament 
was long and bitter, but gradually 
the latter gained the upper hand. 
Impeachment of the unpopular 
Queen was threatened and her 
life was in danger. The struggle 
tufmed into civil war. At last 
Charles was brought to helpless- 
ness. 


Beheading of King Charlies. 
In 1648 Parliament, having de- 
cided that Charles was guilty of 
treason by “levying warfare against 
the Parliament and the kingdom of 
England,” appointed a court to try 
him, He refused to submit to the 
court, challenging its authority and 


|declaring that he was King not by 


choice of the people but by descent. 
Nevertheless, he was in physical 
custody and the court proceded to 
try him and sentenced him to 
death. He was decapitated Jan. 30, 
1649. 

His last words are said to have 
been: “I desired the liberty and 
freedom of the people as much as 
any, but I must tell you that their 
liberty and freedom consists in hav- 
ing government. It is not their 
having a share in the government; 
that is nothing pertaining to them, 
A subject and a sovereign are clean 
different things.” 

The church issue was the undoing 


of James II who ascended the 


throne in 1685. He had earlier em- 
braced the Catholic religion. Both 
his first wife, Anne Hyde, o died 
in 1671, and his second, Mary of 
Modena, were Catholics. The reli- 
gious issue was a cause of bitter 
dissension, and a great mass of 
public opinion was aroused against 
the King by his adherence to the 
Catholic church. He sent a mis- 
sion to Rome and heard mass in 
public, and was said to have made 
himself subservient to the French 
King. 

There was armed rebellion, and 
three years after he became King, 
William of Orange, his own son-in- 
law, led an army against him. He 
is said to have thrown the Great 
Seal of the kingdom into the 
Thames before he fled to France. 
He did not formally resign the 
crown, but Parliament declared 
that he had abdicated, 


Rebellion Against Henry VI. 


King Henry VI also came to an 
untimely end. He succeeded to the 
throne of England when less than 
a year old, and was crowned in 
1429, when 8 years old. He had also 
been proclaimed King of France on 
the death of his grandfather, 
Charles VI. As he grew to man- 
hood his kingdoms were involved 
in wars. The French provinces 
broke away and rebellion developed 
at home. The King was not pop- 
ular with the people of England. 
The King’s defenders were over- 
come and in 1461, Edward of York 
had himself proclaimed King. For 
some years Henry made futile ef- 
forts to regain his place, but his 
death came in 1471, and history at- 
tributes it to an act of violence on 
the part of one of his enemies. 

Parliament deposed King Edward 
It in 1327. His reign was ~filled 
with conflict, and his wife, Isabella 
of France, helped in his undoing. 
Displeased with the King’s conduct 
and his choice of favorites, she 
went to France in 1325, became the 
paramour of Roger Mortimer, and.a 
year later returned with him to 
England and raised an army to try 
to drive Edward from the throne. 
In the subsequent campaign Ed- 
ward was captured and Parliament 
deposed him. It was announced 
shortly afterward that he had died 
a natural death in prison, hut his- 
torians believe he was killed.

To Des Moines Team 


Landis Declares Baltimore 


Adopted by Major and Minor Leagues Bound Him 
to Declare Valid Contract Which Started Young 
Right-hander on Way to Cleveland Team. 


Amendment Recently

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Bob Feller, youthful strikeout king of 
the American League today was declared the property of the Cleve- 
land club and Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis, in handing 
down the long-awaited decision, ordered the Indians to pay $7500 
to the Des Moines club of the Western League. 


The commissioner said in the 
course of the three-page statement 
outlining the history and evidence 


in the case that the Baltimore 
amendment adopted by the minor 
leagues in convention at Montreal 
recently and by the major leagues 
here, bound him to declare valid 
the contract which started Feller on 
his way to the Cleveland club. The 
Baltimore amendment provided that 
scouts were free to recommend 
players to clubs other than the one 
for which they worked and the 
commissioner therefore interpreted 
the signing of Feller to a Fargo- 
Moorehead club by Cy Slapnicka of 
the Cleveland club as a “recommen- 
dation” by Slapnicka to the Fargo- 
Moorehead club. 
A 2500-Word Decision. 

“This legislation,” the commis- 
sioner’s 2500-word statement ex- 
plained, “must be regarded as con- 
struing the covenant of the majors 
not to sign sand-lotters as fulfilled 
if- the player first signs a minor 
contract, notwithstanding he was 
in fact signed by or for a major 
club. That construction of the 
covenant by the beneficiary of it, 
being adverse to the interests of the 
beneficiary, binds the commissioner. | 

“When Cleveland officially ac- 
quired Feller on July 13, 1936, he 
had previously contracted with a 
minor club (Fargo-Moorehead) as 
the rule involved is officially con- 
structed by the beneficiary of that 
rule. Consequently the commission- 
er is precluded from entering an 
order invalidating the Cleveland- 
Feller contract. 

“It should also be observed that 
from the beginning of this inquiry 
the player and his father (who also 
executed the contract, the player 
being a minor) have zealously 
sought and supported validation of 
the Cleveland contract. 

“Further, invalidation of the Fel- 
ler-Cleveland contract would be fu- 
tile, so far as Des Moines, the com- 
plaining club is concerned, as its 
only result would be to recreate 
precisely the same situation 
through Feller’s signing a new con- 
tract in the name of some other 
minor club acting for some other 
major club. 

Cannot Determine Damages, 

“Des Moines was negotiating 
with this player for his services 
and ufider the then-existing condi- 
tions was entitled to have Cleveland 
abstain from competitive efforts to 
get him. That Cleveland was well 
aware of this fact is evident from 
it’s agent’s conduct throughout the 
case, including a proposal to set- 
tle Des Moines claim for $1500. 
What Des Moines’ damages actual- 
ly were or might have been cannot 
be determined. But there clearly 
was a,violation of it’s rights. Des 
Moines accordingly is awarded $7500 
that amount having been offered 
for Felier’s contract as a free agent 
prior to promulgation of the Fargo- 
Moorehead contract.” 

Copies of the commissioner's long 
statement were distributed in the 
press room while the text of the 
ruling was being read for the Com- 
missioner before the joint meeting 
of the major leagues, No word was 
available as to the reaction to the 
decision. among the club owners, 
but as the Commissioner in effect, 
seemed to be bowing to their wish- 
es as expressed in the action of the 
Baltimore amendment, it was ex- 
pected that the club owners would 
approve the action. 

Baseball writers regarded the de- 
cision as a wishy-washy compromise 
stating as it did that the Cleveland 
club plainly had violated the major- 
minor rules and yet awarding Fel- 
ler to the club guilty of the viola- 
tion, 

The statement pointed out that 
there would have been no Feller 
case if the Cleveland club had 
taken the precaution to become 
the owner of the Fargo-Moorhead 
club and to have Slapnicka. desig- 
nated as vice-president of Fargo- 
Moorhead, before he signed Feller. 
This process brought to farm-own- 
ing major clubs the services of a 
great- number of sand lotters, the 
commissioner explained, and “the 
inevitable consequence was that 


other major league clubs assumed | 


that, to compete with their farm- 
system associates, it was necessary 
that they likewise secure sand lot- 
ters by signing them in the name 
of or by minor clubs with which 
they were “working,”- or friendly. 

_ Feller broke into the limelight on 
Sept. 13 when, pitching for the In- 
dians, he fanned 17 Philadelphia. 
Athletics to set a new American 
League strikeout record and 
equalled the major league mark.

Even so, Arlington Park, 
which always presented a brilliant 
race program with a purse distribu- 
tion of $400,000, was only $200,000 
short of the 1935 figures. 

Washington Park and Hawthorne 
were the only two race courses to 
show a gain over 1935. Hawthorne 
with two more racing days than in 
the preceding year realized a gain 
of $200,000, while Washington 
-Park’s gain was close to $400,000. 
Lincolf Fields and Sportsman’s 
Park were victims of cold, rainy 
weather and in each spot the mu- 
tuel handle was $1,000,000 less than 
in 1935. 

Arlington Park led the attend- 
ance, with 186,845 paid admissions. 
Hawthorne and Washington Park 
were close behind. 

“The past season as a whole can- 
not be termed poor,” Secretary Fos- 
ter said, “when compared with the 
$26,000,000 handled by the six IIli- 
nois tracks in 1934.”

SOUTHEASTERN 
TEAMS SCORED 
97 TOUCHDOWNS 
BY USE OF PASS 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dee, 10. — The 
popularized forward pass, gaining 
favor on all fronts, came in handy 
for Southeastern Conference foot- 
hall machines relying more on 
aerial warfare than on stealth in 
the topsy-turvy campaign of 1936. 

The increased usage of the pass 
was encouraging to aerial enthusi- 
asts and productive of 
touchdowns in many instances. Fig- 
nfes for the season show the 13 
teams scored 286 times from scrim- 
mage and 97, or more than a third 
of the touchdowns, were overhead 
blasts. 

A year ago the elevens scored 
9% fewer touchdowns by the. aerial 
route when their total number of 
tallies was 14 more than for 1936. 
All teams except-Auburn, Mississip- 
pi, Vanderbilt and Kentucky reg- 
istered more scores on aerials than 
during the previous season. Each 
of these duplicated their 1935 touch- 
down passes. 

The four-year-old conference con- 
tinued its spectacular football, 54 
touchdowns being reeled off on 
runs of 50 yards or more. There 
were 13 .dashes for 80 yards or 
more, including one for 100, anoth- 
er for 98 and two for 96 yards. 

Of a total of 308 touchdowns, 
Southeastern teams scored five 
times on punt returns, seven times 
on blocked punts, six times on in- 
tercepted passes and twice each 
from kickoffs and fumbles. 

Scored 14 Times on Passes. 
Louisiana State’s two-time cham- 
pions, who led the league with 42 
touchdowns, set the aerial] pace with 
14 scoring passes. Six of these 
were flagged by All-American Gay- 
Tinsley, including one total- 
ing 78 yards, one for 55 and anoth- 
er for 46. Jack Walker and Rock 
Reed also caught touchdown flips 
for L. S. U., covering 65 and 60 
yards, respectively. 

To Sewanee’s Dexter Stamphill 
went honors for the Southeastern’s 
longest sprint—a 100-yard run aft- 
errecovering a Florida fumble, Den- 
nis Cross raced 98 yards from 
scrimmage for Mississippi. State. 
Both tallies from kickoff were reg- 
istered by Mississippi's Ray Hapes 
and each were 96-yard gallops. 

Bob Davis, Kenfucky’s high- 
scoring halfback, had the most long 
touchdown runs. His 11 tallies to- 
taled 401 yards, including two for 
82, one for 68 and another for. 67. 
Dutch Konemann of Georgia Tech 
covered 276 yards in his eight tal- 
és. 

Kentucky’s overhead effective- 
ness was far short of the average. 
The Bluegrass Wildcats, who to- 
taled 27 touchaowns, counted only 
three times. with passes. 

The Southeastern’s second long- 
Sst counting toss—pass and run— 
was caught by Auburn’s Jimmy 
Fenton for 74 yards. Dick Plasman 
received one totaling 67 yards for 
Vanderbilt. Alabama’s Tut Warren 
got one for 66.

DELAY ON i 10 CURB 
CHARITY PROMOTERS 


Aldermanic Committee Fails to 
Muster Quorum to Con- 
Sider Measure. 


A bill intended to curb the activi- 
ties of professional promoters of 
“charitable organizations” operated 
chiefly. for the profit of the pro- 
moters, which has been gathering 
dust in the files of the legislation 
committee of the Board of Alder- 
men for more than two months, re- 
mained undisturbed yesterday be- 
cause the committee could not mus 
ter a quorum to consider the bill. 

Alderman L. E. Couplin,.who in- 
troduced the measure, and Scott R. 
DeKins, director of the Charities 
|} Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, one of its sponsors, were at 
the City Hall to speak in favor of 
the bill at a scheduled meeting of 
the committee but only three of 
the committee’s seven members, one 
short of a quorum, were present. 

Lack of @ quorum had delayod 
consideration of the bill before, Al- 
{derman Allan E. Petersen, chair- 
man of the committee, told a 
Post-Dispatch ‘reporter who in- 
quired why no action had yet been 
taken on ‘the bill. Aldermen are 
paid $1800 a year by the city, but 
other intérests sometimes prevent 
their attendance at committeg 
meetings. 

Petersen for Bill. 

Petersen said he favored passage 
of the bill, but would amend it to 
give the Better Business Bureau 
mo voice in the administration of 
the Charity Solicitation Committee 
which the bill would create. 

There was, Petetsen said, “noth- 
ing personal” in his opposition to 
the Better Business Bureau which, 
he said, Others had criticised. 

Early this year the bureau made 
known that it had received com- 
plaints from business firms which 
had been solicited to buy. advertis- 
ing in a “Municipal. Reference 
Book” published by Alderman Pet- 
ersen and Alderman Charles Rout- 
ledge. The book, in addition-to ad- 
vertisements and information about 
public offices, contained a “roster 
of friends,” who made contributions 
without purchasing adyertising. An- 
other edition of the book is in prep- 
aration, but this time Routledge 
alone is sponsoring it. 

Four Members Absent. 

Members of the legislation com- 
mittee who were present for yes- 
terday’s session were Petersen, Eil- 
ert F. Gummels and George A. 
Byrnes. The absent members were 
Harry Israel, Michael J. Scott, John 
A. Genteman, and Phelim O’Toole. 

As introduced by Alderman Coup- 
lin the bill would create a Charity 
Solicitations Committee, consisting 
of the Chief of Police, the Director 
of Public Welfare, and three citi- 
zens appointed by the Mayor, one 
to be nominated by the Better 
Business Bureau, one by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and one by the 
Associated Retailers. Solicitors for 
any charity which has paid em- 
ployes would be required to obtain 
licenses and submit financial re- 
ports. 

Sponsors of the bill assert that it 
would put out of business profes- 
sional promoters, operating chiefly

ESTIMATE BOARD APPROVES 
$101,000 RELIEF ALLOTMENT 


No Money for It, Says Comptrol- 
ler’s Aid, but Legislative aApro- 
priation Is Expected. 

The City Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment today gave its ap- 
proval to a proposed ordinance ap- 
propriating $101,000 for unemploy- 
ment relief needs in December, in 
addition to a previous appropria- 
tion of $147,000, making a total of 
$248,000 for the month. 

W. C. Connett, chairman of the 
St. Louis Relief Committee, recent- 
ly informed the committee that the 
fuds on hand were down to $35,- 
000, and that $101,000 was needed 
to get the relief recipients through 
the month. 

Deputy Comptroller Charles L, 
Cunningham, who attended the 
meeting of the Board of Estimate, 
reported to the members that the 
city did not have funds to meet the 
appropriation. It was approved, 
Cunningham said later, in the be- 
lief that the State Legislature would 
appropriate funds from the St. 
Louis proceeds of the sales tax to 
meet relief needs in this city.

Nazi Persecution of — — 
Is Basis of Defense in Swiss Trial 
Of Man Who Killed Hitler Agent 


David Frankfurter, ‘Who Shot Wilhelm Gust- 
lof, Pleading Unwritten Law of “High 
Emotion Born of Natural Cause.” 


By JOHN T. WHITAKER. 


CHUR, Switzerland, Dec. 10.—In 
the most dramatic trial since Nazi 
Germany began its anti-Semitic 
drive, David Frankfurter, 27-year- 
old Yugoslav Jewish medical 
student, stands at the bar of Swiss 
justice here to test whether mur- 
der under the provotation of Nazi 
persecution can be condoned by 
unwritten law. 

Men kill men who aetel the af- 
fections of their wives, and Frank- 
furter, who loves his race passion- 
ately, turned a pistol in hysterical 
fury last Feb. 4 on Wilhelm Gust: 


loff, Nazi Germany’s special agent 
in Switzerland. 

The trial for that murder, com- 
mitted in nearby Davos, began yes- 
terday in a village courtroom di- 
vided almost equally between Nazis 
and Jews, who will see whether 
Frankfurter can successfully plead 
the unwritten law of “high emo- 
tion born of a natural cause.” 

Article 50 of the criminal code 
which guides this Canton recog- 
nizes this “high emotion,” togeth- 
er with an exemplary previous rec- 
ord and immediate surrender to 
the police, as mitigating circum- 
stances which should recommend a 
person who killed to the clemency 
of the court. 

The Five Judges. 

This must be decided by a beard- 
ed gentleman who looks like a cari- 
eature of the American idea of a 
European professor, and four col- 
leagues who all look, strangely 
enough, like country doctors—that 
unusual blending of the benign and. 
the stern. They are the five Judges 
of the Cantonal Court of the Gri- 
sons, which has no trial by jury. 

While these five men looked down 
upon Frankfurter, who wiped his 
perspiring hands uneasily in the 
Canton Chamber of Deputies, the 
Judges were aware that every read- 
er of the streamlined propaganda in 
modern Germany, and every Swiss 
aware of the power of the great 
state to the north, were watching 
them. 

It is not pan-Germanism. alone. 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler preached 
Gustloff’s funeral oration. De- 
claring that National Socialists 
never had taken life but had suf- 
fered many assassinations, Hitler 
said in that address: 

“Behind each of these murders 
there is the same heinous power of 
our Jewish enemies, to whom we 
have done no harm, but who try 
to subjugate the German people in 
slavery and who are responsible for 
all the evils which have come _ to 
Germany in 1918 and since.” 

Nazi Germany charges, therefore, 
that Frankfurter acted in con- 
spiracy with other Jews. It was 
one of the sensations of this 
crowded first day of the trial that 
the judges promptly dismissed this 
charge by their own direct examina- 
tion of Frankfurter, after the 
State prosecutor had demanded that

Thought of Killing Hitler. 

Another sensation came when the 
judges @sked the Jewish student 
why, if his motive was to avenge 
the persecution of his race, he had 
not killed Hitler or Colonel-General 
Hermann . Wilhelm Goering, Prus- 
sian Premier, or Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, Nazi Minister of Propa- 
ganda and Public Enlightenment, 
instead of Gustloff. ° 
“I thought of that,” Frankfurter 
replied, “but I was afraid of what 
might happen to the Jews in Ger- 
many.” 
The most sensational event of the 
day was a lengthy and dramatic 
statcment by Dr. J. B. Joerger, the 
State’s alienist, who said Frankfur- 
ter suffered both physical and men.- 
tal disturbances which should be 
taken into account “as factors caus- 
ing limitation of responsibility.” 

‘The spectacle of rival alienists 
disputing the sanity of the defend- 
ant is unknown to the common 
sense people of Switzerland. There 
is only one alienist—a man of in- 
tegrity like Dr. Joerger, selected by 
the Court to speak for the state. 

While the prisoner followed him 
closely, the alienist talked of this 
Yugoslav youth who has undergone 
five operations for tuberculosis of 
the bone. Dr. Joerger said he had 
found no mental state to which the 
murder could be attributed, but he 
did feel that the limitation of re- 
sponsibility was plain. 

The physical disability was aggra- 
vated, he said, by the inadequacy of 
Frankfurter as a medical student, 
who, having been unable to stand 
the examinations at Leipzig, failed 
once at Frankfurt and later with- 
drew because of what he felt to be 
the anti-Semitic prejudice of his ex- 
aminers. 

The mother to whom he was pas- 
sionately attached, died, and the 
father required much of the boy, 
who could offer little. Physical pain 
kept him sleepless and unable to 
concentrate, so that he wrote home 
of great successes and nursed in 
his heart a sense of his complete 
failure, and this at a time when 
Jewish persecution preyed on his 
mind. 

When he décided to kill Gustloff, | 
Dr. Joerger said, Frankfurter wrote | 
to his father: 

“I know you won't approve, but 
my life has been worthless, and I 
hope to stand before the throne of 
God and testify that I have done 
something for my people.”

BANK OF FRANCE’S GOLD 
CUT T0 $2,967 ,000,000 


Reduced by Four Billion Francs 
Because of Repayment of Brit- 
ish Advance.

PARIS, Dec. 10.—The -gold re- 
serve of the Bank of France has 
been reduced by four billion francs 
as a result of the repayment in 
gold of the £40,000,000 obtained by 


the Government from England in 
February, the bank’s statement for 
the. week ending Dec. 4 disclosed 
today. 

The payment cuts the bank’s re- 
serves to about sixty billion francs 
(about $2,967,000,000 at the arbi- 
trary rate of 4.96 cents to the franc 
adopted by the bank in valuing 
its gold holdings.) 

Although the gold had been sub- 
tracted in the statement, officials 
said the entire amount had not yet 
been paid. A total of £22,000,000 
was paid by two checks for £8,000,-

The 
remainder of the loan will be paid 
by three checks for £6,000,000 each 
Dec. 12, 19 and 26.

~TTALIAN WRITER, DIES 


Nobel Prizé-Winner of 1934 
. Succumbs to Pneumonia in 
Rome—69 Years Old.

ROME, Dec. 10.—Luigi Pirandello, 
noted Italian playwright and novel- 
ist, died of pneumonia today after 
a brief iliness. He was the 1934 
winner of the Nobel prize for lit- 
érature. “As You Desire Me’ and 
“Six Characters in Search of an 
Author” were his best known plays 
in America. He was 69 years old. 

He was at work on a new play 
when he died. Friends saw him in 
public for the last time three days 
ago. 

His wife and their son, Landi, an 
actor, were at the bedside. 

Pirandello left instructions in his 
wi'l that he should receive the hum- 
blest sort of a funeral. He directed 
that his death should not be an- 
nounced immediately, that there be 
no flowers and that no mourners 
follow his casket to the grave.

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Mayor Millar on County Government. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I WAS very much interested in two edi- 
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torials of the Post-Dispatch of Dec. 3— 
one on the St. Louis area smoke problem 
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and the other on the government of St. 
Louis County. 

Both in Mr. Atkins’ report and in the 
editorial, it was stressed that the plan 
would not interfere with the county mu- 
nicipalities. I thought you might be inter- 
ested in knowing that the various admin- 
istrations of the county municipalities are, 
I believe, whole-heartedly in accord .with 
the sentiment of your editorial. Two 
years ago, the St. Louis County League of 
Municipalities made an extensive survey 
of the question of the St. Louis County 
government, as distinguished from the 
government of the municipalities in the 
county, and presented a definite plan for 
its improvement, including the introduc- 
tion of a bill in the Legislature tending 
toward that end, which, unfortunately, 
did not get out of committee. 

Last year, as president of the St. Louis 
County League of Municipalities, I ap- 
pointed a special committee on county re- 
organization, which has held several con- 
ferences with a committee of the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce and with 
Mr. Atkins, with the view of co-ordinating 
efforts. 

Mayor Douglas of Brentwood, who has 
just been installed to succeed me as pres- 
ident of the league for the ensuing year, 
in his suggestions to the league has made 
the identical recommendation that I did 
last year. I think from this you will see 
that the need for reorganization of the St. 
Louis County government is not only ap- 
parent to the leaders of the various mv- 
nicipalities, but is and has been receiving 
consideration from them, and while I can- 
not speak for others than myself, I think 
that any comprehensive plan will receive 
the active aid of the cities. 

In my opinion, the county now has two 
major problems: one is that of smoke, 
which is bound up with the rest of the St. 
Louis area, and the other is that of a sim- 
ple and adequate form of county govern- 
ment designed for the peculiar metropoli- 
tan situation that we have-here. 

The municipalities justify their interest 
in the county government, of course, due 
to the fact that the major portion of the 
people live in the incorporated areas and, 
of course, most of the assessed valuation 
lies in those areas, so that the cities are 
primarily charged with maintaining the 
county government. The benefits to be 
derived from a reorganized form of gov- 
ernment would accrue principally to the 
unincorporated areas; nevertheless the 
municipalities are very much interested in 
the county as a whole. 

- While on the subject, I might add that 
I certainly concur with you that St. Louis’ 
No. 1 problem is smoke, We have been 
conferring' with St. Louis from time to 
time, in the hope of working out a joint 
solution. I have recently made some con- 
crete suggestions to our Board of Alder- 
men with respect to proceeding inde- 
pendently, more along the lines of the 
City of Clayton, to get some action.

What a Ton of Coal Produces. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
E book, “Problems in General Sci- 
ence,” by Hunter and Whitman, says 
that artificial gas may be manufactured 
by the process of destructive distillation 
of coal. 

“In making gas, a ton of coal produces 
on an average two-thirds of a ton of coke, 
13 gallons of coal tar, 20 pounds of am- 
monium sulphate, 12,000 cubic feet of gas. 
The products obtained from the by-prod- 
uct coal tar are probably far more valua- 
ble than the gas or coke which is pro-; 
duced. Such substances as aniline colors, 
light and heavy oils, carbolic acid and 
naphthalene flakes are some of the prod- 
ucts obtained.” 

Jf these facts are true, why does St. 
Louis continue to burn coal as a fuel in- 
stead of changing it into these valuable 
products? By using the coke and gas 
thus produced, it would be possible to 
eliminate the smoke nuisance.

SPEED UP EXPRESS HIGHWAY TRAFFIC. 

Opposition to the proposal to lift the 30-mile-an- 
hour restriction on the new express highway through 
Forest Park is voiced by Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers McDevitt. In his report to the City Traffic Com- 
mission, he frowns on the Chamber of Commerce sug- 
gestion that speed limits on the new highway and 
several streets that are part of the State highway 
system be increased to 45 miles an hour. In this 
connection, Mr. McDevitt says: “Consideration must 
continue to be given to the safety of the pedestrians.” 

This warning note does not apply to the express 
highway, for there are no pedestrians and no inter- 
sections on this thoroughfare: The new highway is 
fenced off, with overpasses for persons on foot. It 
was built to speed up traffic; then why maintain the 
same 30-mile limit imposed on unprotected streets? 
It is absurd to impose a snail’s pace on a speed high- 
way. As it is, few motorists now adhere strictly to 
the 30-mile rate when driving over this broad and 
unobstructed thoroughfare. 

Mr. McDevitt is justified in his efforts to protect 
the pedestrian, but no precautions are necessary on 
the new express highway. The Board of Aldermen 
should act to speed up traffic on the safest street in 
the city. 3 
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ARMS LIMITATION AT BUENOS AIRES. 

Chile has presented to the Buenos Aires peace con- 
ference a plan for arms limitation by the 21 American 
republics. It is urged that these countries can “give 
a practical example of our desire for peace” by an 
agreement to “limit armaments to the essentials.” 

Armaments are a heavy economic burden upon all 
the nations and a menace to world peace. It would 
be a blessing to mankind could limitation be agreed 
upon. But is it practical] for one nation or group 
of nations to set the example? Would not this action 
rather endanger the idealistic nations? To ask this 
is not to be alarmist. Mr. Roosevelt himself, in his 
address at Buenos Aires, recognized the danger when | 
he called for a united American front against “others 
who, ‘driven by war madness or land hunger, might 
seek to commit acts of aggression against us.” There 
are war-mad and land-hungry nations today, with 
no respect for treaties, that would seek to expand 
into any territories. that seem inadequately defended. 

America still needs its defenses. [If the Chilean 
proposal means that armaments shall be maintained 
at a strong defense level, well and good, for no 
American nation has ambitions of conquest. Like it 
or not, the world is engaged in an armaments race, 
and the nations of this hemisphere -must-meet its 
menace. It is their duty to work for the day when 
a general arms reduction agreement can be made, but 
it would add to world unrest if they failed to safe- 
guard their territories and thereby invited aggression. 
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IN THE SPOTLIGHT.

Unrestrained control by bosses over elected officials is viewed by New York lawyer 
as most serious defect in American party system; politicians choose candidates 
who will do their bidding when in office; writer urges ending this practice 
by a thorough revision of state election laws, to return real power to the people.

NE of the most serious defects in the 
American system of government by par- 
ties is the control exercised by the poli- 
ticians who hold no public office over the 
elected and appointed officials who actually 
are supposed to administer the government. 
While the people have the legal authority 
to elect the office-holders to administer the 
government, these public officials, when 
elected and called upon to exercise their 
powers of government, consider themselves 
to be bound morally, if not legally, by the 
rules of their party, to carry out the wishes 


of their organization. If the latter is under 


the control of a group of selfish or corrupt 
party leaders, the government may not be 
administered in the interests of the people, 
but on the contrary, for the benefit of those 
who are in immediate control of the party. 


The masses of the people have no voice in 
nominating candidates for public office, As 
a practical matter, the candidates are nomi- 
nated by members of the party committees 
who actually select them. The politicians 
who make up these party cOmmittees usually 
take great care in selecting candidates for 
nomination who, if elected to office, will do 
their bidding. : 

These public officials have the legal 
authority, when in office, to make appoint- 
ments of large numbers of employes who 
are to perform the work of administering 
the various departments of the government. 
This large and lucrative patronage is sup- 
posed to belong to the party or the organi- 
zation which puts them into power. This 
usually means that it belongs to the few 
individuals who are in control of the party 
machinery and they dictate such appoint- 
ments. This is the method through which 
a political organization obtains and main- 
tains its power. 


This invisible government, which largely 
monopolizes nominations and appointments, 


is not controlled by law, inasmuch as the - 


political bosses are private citizens and nat 
public officials. For this reason, they are 
not regulated and restrained by law to an 
extent that the people have any real power 
over them. Just as Louis XIV said: “I am 
the state,” so may the political bosses well 
say they are the state, and they wield the 
people’s sovereign power. 


just as there are good 

bad ones. The political system, however, is 
defective. It is based on the election laws 
of each state, which create political parties 
and define how they are to be operated. 


which may reap therefrom unjust profits at 
the expense of the masses of the people, no 
crime has been committed. 

The process used, however, is even more 
reprehensible and more immoral than that 
employed .by gangsters, who openly violate 
the law. ‘The gangster takes a chance of 
conviction. Not so, however, the réspectable, 
smooth, designing citizens who operate be- 


‘hind closed doors, who pull wires from be- 


hind the scenes, who commit, not legal 
crimes, but moral ones, more monstrous, 
deadly and far-reaching than all of those 
of gunmen and gangsters. 

If this invisible government is in control 
of law enforcement agencies, it is in a posi- 
tion to prevent and stifle prosecutions where 
they ought to be instituted and carried on, 
and to cause unjust prosccutions to be start- 
ed against its enemies or any public-spirited 
citizens who may seek to lessen or destroy 
its power, .

The Love and Duty of a King 


King Edward was forced to 

make a choice between love 
and duty? He was by no means 
the first King who fell in love 
with a woman disqualified to be his 
Queen or even his consort. There 
have been plenty of Kings before 
,im who have found it easy enough 
¢ reconcile their private loves 
with their royal position. Yet 
yere was a King who could not do 


Wi is it, one may ask, that

tt is evident enough that the 
change is due to the growth of de- 
mocracy, that is to say, to the rise 
of a newspaper-reading public, to 
the development of a free press, 
to the perfection of the camera and 
other means of communication, 


In former days, a King who 
wished to love and live with a 
commoner could do so in reason- 
able privacy. And Kings did just 
that. For, while such affairs were 
known to the court and the aris- 
tocracy, the news went no further. 

An aristocracy is almost al- 


ters of this sort, insisting rather 
on decorum and the absence of 
public scandal than on the strict 
observance of the moral code. But 
for Edward VIII, such aristocratic 
liberties have become impossible, 
even if, which is unlikely, he wished 
to exercise them now. 

He could not do what so many 
of his ancestors did—which was to 
make a mistress of the woman who 
could. not be Queen—because the 
press and the camera have de- 
stroyed the privacy which his an- 
cestors enjoyed. Where they 
could take a mistress and yet have 
her treated with respect by the up- 
per class, who were in the know, to- 
day a King’s mistress, who is pho- 
ographed and written about in the 
whole press of the world, would be 
in a degrading position, and her re- 
lations with a King would be an 
even greater defiance of public mo- 
rals than a proposal to amend the 
Royal Marriage Act and make her 
his lawful’ wife. 

- * a 

This amounts to Saying that the 
masses, and the King as well, take 
the moral code more seriously than 
has been customary -among the rul- 
ing classes. And it is because the 
masses are now in the know, thanks 
o the press and the candid cam- 
ra, that Edward VIII was caught 
in his tragic dilemma. For him, 
the traditional solution was ruled 
out, because in a democratic society 
a King cannot openly live in what 
his people consider a state of sin. 
He must marry: or he. must re- 
nounce. And since a King’s mar- 
riage is an affair of state, if he 
loves the wrong woman he must 
choos® between his love and his 
throne. 

Thus the affair throws new light 
on one of the principal reasons why 
during the past century the British 
monarchy adapted itself so success- 


fully to the rise of the British de- 
mocracy. There have been two long | 


reigns, that of Queen Victoria and 
that of George V, and both mon- 
archs lived lives in strict 
conformity with the moral stand- 


ards of the British messes. They | « 
remade 


the life of the court in the 
image of a respectable middle-class 
household. In other words, they 
transformed an aristocratic mon- 
archy into a bourgeois monarchy. 
Victoria came to the throne soon 
after the reform bill, and she 
reigned during the age when the 
British masses acquired the right to 
vote and learned to read and write. 
She was the first monarch in a 
democratic Britain. Her own Vic- 
torian moral standards conformed 
with the moral. standards of the 
new rulers of the British state. Ed- 
ward VII conformed outwardly, at 
least, and, in any event, his reign 
was short. King George V and his 
Queen conformed perfectly, and 
when the reign of George V ended, 
it seemed as if there had been ac- 
complished the miracle of adapting 
the ancient institution of monarchy 
to a modern deniocratic society. 
> a * 


Yet it is always an anomaly that 
the head of a democratic society 
should be selected not by the peo- 
ple but by the accident of birth. 
The plight of Edward VIII shows 
how much the perpetuation of this 
anomaly, so useful to the Empire, 
depends upon the monarch’s - in- 
tuitive sense of his own curious po- 
sition, and upon the thoroughness 
with which he has been trained to 
appreciate it. 

Queen Victoria and King George 
were a new kind of royalty pre- 
cisely because they had no taste for 
the traditional private privilege of 


royalty. They suited the new demo- 


cracy because they. were. old-fash- 
ioned in their morals. For the in- 
dubitable fact is that democracy is 
old-fashioned in its morals. 

It is because democracy takes its 
moral code seriously that the King 
was forced to choose between his 
throne and a marriage with Mrs. 
Simpson. In an aristocratic so- 
ciety, that choice would have been 
unnecessary, would probably not 
even have been considered. But 
though there are still Kings and 
noblemen in the British Constitu- 
tion, the Empire is no longer an 
aristocratic society, and a King 
who does not conform to the moral 
expectations of the British masses 
can, therefore, no longer be the 
King. 

The French Riviera and _ the 
drawing rooms of London, Paris 
and even New York are populated 
with royalty who did not know how 
to adapt themselves to the rise of 
democracy, to its desires and its 
morals and, if you like, its preju- 
dices. They were unable to realize 
that the preservation of monarchy 
in a democracy requires that the 
public and the private life of the 
royal family shall conform to the 
standards which its subjects pro- 
fess, that it shall reflect the image 
which the people have of royalty, 
renouncing the liberties which roy- 
alty used once to enjoy before the 
people could read, or the newspa- 


pers were circulated.

BROIL LIVER AND ONIONS IF

Little Effort. . 


There is no better indication of 
the holiday spirit than the making 
of candies. A good candy thermom- 
eter, some granite saucepans and 
a slab are about all the equipment 
needed to turn out confections that 
are delicious. 

Fruit Souffle. 
Three cups seedless raisins. 
One-half cup white syrup. 
Two cups sugar. 
One-half cup water. 
Five tablespoons butter. 
One-half cup hard cocoa butter or 
nut margarine. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup chopped candied or- 
ange peel. 
One-half cup chopped candied 
lemon peel. 
One cup fondant. 
One and one-half cups marshmal- 
low creme. 
Rinse raisins, drain, and dry 
thoroughly on a towel. Allow mix- 
ture of corn syrup, sugar, and wa- 
ter to come to good boil, then add 
butter and cocoa butter and cook 
until it will form a stiff ball (244 
degrees F.) when tested in cold wa- 
ter. Add half the raising and cook 
until it will form a stiffer ball (248 
degrees F.) when tested in cold wa- 
ter. Remove from fire, add salt 
and chopped peels. Add fondant 
and mix thoroughly. . Beat in. the 
marshmallow creme and remain- 
ing raisins. Pour onto greased slab 
or into pan. When cold cut into 
any desired shapes. 

A stiff ball is one that requires 
some pressure of the fingers to dent 
it. 

A stiffer ball is cne that is stiff 
to the touch, but not hard. It may 
still be dented, but not so easily.

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Christmas Cookies Are 


In the Best Tradition 


Whether You Follow Old World Recipes or 
Use Good American Ones the Result 


Are the Same. 


There are still great numbers of 
us who feel that Christmas isn’t 
Christmas without some home- 
baked cookies. Perhaps it is the 
pleasant hurry which attends the 
turning out of two or three kinds 
of cookies in one session that ac- 
counts for the. Christmas feeling. 
Or it may: be those delightful cut- 
ters and cookie presses that turn 
out various shapes and kinds from 
stars to Christmas trees that help 
the feeling. 


Our traditions here are suffi- 
ciently French and German to war- 
rant the making of these dainties 
as part of the holiday spirit. The 
markets just now are stocked with 
all the ingredients for interesting 
cookies. If you like to trim" yours 
to make them look more festive 
there are colored sugars and can- 
dies of all kinds for this purpose. 

When cookies are baked in quan- 
tities it is a good idea to press 
some of the members of the family 
into service. One whose sole duty 
is to watch the oven so the cook- 
ies will not be overbaked is quite 
a help. If you happen to have 
among your kitchen accessories 
some cookie sheets which fit your 
oven you will find the turning out 
of cookies in quantity very much 
simplified. 

The recipes given below are both 
American and foreign. 


Chocolate Shells. 
Beat four egg whites stiff and

add one-half pound of sugar, one- 
half pound ground almonds, not 
blanched, six tablespoons grated 
sweet chocolate, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon and a pinch of cloves.

H pudding, at least, ‘it, goes 
back to 1832. 
Plum Pudding. 

“Suet, chopped fine, six 
ounces; malaga raisins, stoned; 
six oumncés; currants, nicely 
washed and picked, eight 
ounces; bread crumbs, three 
ounces; flour, three ounces; egg3, 
three; sixth of a nutmeg; small 
blade of mace; same quantity of 
cinnamon; pounded as fine as 
possible; half a teaspoon salt: 
scant half pint of milk; sugar, 
four ounces; to which may be 
added, candied lemon, one 
ounce; citron, half an ounce, 

Beat the eggs and spices well 
together; mix the milk with 
them by degrees, then the rest 
of the ingredients; dip a fine 
close linen cloth in boiling water 
and put it in a hair-sieve; flour 
it a little and tie it up close; 
put it into a saucepan containing 
six quarts of boiling water; 
keep a kettle of boiling water 
alongside of it and fill up your 
pot as it wastes; be sure to keep 
it boiling six hours at least.”

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HULL EXPLAINS HS 
NEUTRALITY PROPOSAL 


Says It Wouldn’t Affect Ex- 
ports to Europe—Moves Neith- 
er Way on Sanctions. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 10.—Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, head of 
the United States delegation to the 
inter-American peace conference, is- 
sued a statement last night, empha- 
sizing the scope of his neutrality 


proposal was “continental and 5tg> 


world-wide.” 

The statement. was made after 
conversations seeming to harmon- 
ize the Argentine non-isolationist 
view of neutrality with proposals 
by the United States and Brazil. 

“The American republics would 
only be called upon under the pro- 
posal to consult through the sug- 
gested committee when the peace 
and safety of one or more of the 
nations of this continent is in- 
volved,” Hull said. 

“I may say further that it neither 
moves in the direction nor away 
from sanctions. It does not in any 
way affect exports from this hem- 
isphere to other countries, either in 
time of peace or in time of war.” 

Under the Argentine theory, it 
was understood, inter-American 
consultative machinery would be 
created to act in case of outside 
aggression against any American 
nation or any aggression within the 
Americas. 

The conference’s Committe on 
Peace Organization unanimously 
approved today a United States res- 
olution urging favorable action by 


all nations which have not com- 


pleted: ratification of five existing 
inter-American peace treaties. Sec- 
retary Hull presented the proposal, 
which was expected to be adopted by 
the full conference early next week. 
The five accords provide for out- 
lawry of aggression and the peace- 
ful settlement of  § international 
American disputes. 

The resolution as approved with 
Chilean and Peruvian amendments 
urges ratification not only of those 
pacts, but also of a plan for bilateral 
conciliation commissions adopted by 
the Montevideo Pan-American Con- 
ference in 1933 and recommenda- 
tions of that parley for inter-Amer- 
ican bilateral trade treaties and op- 
posing increases in trade barriers.

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F the impulse of united benevo- 
lence that fixed the attention of 
the whole country on the rescue 
of those three men entombed in 4 
mine at Moose River, Nova Scotia, 
last spring—if that same impulse 
could be aroused and. enlisted 


those problems could be banished 
from the earth, said Dr. Iago Gald- 
ston in an interview previous to his 
address on “Science vs. Human 
Beings” at the annual luncheon of 
the Tuberculosis Society. 

He spoke not so much‘in his role 
of noted physician representing the 
New York Academy of Medicine as 
in his other roles of publicist 
through his newspaper column on 
medical subjects and as exhorter, 
preacher, teacher. There was im- 
plied the idea that the fight against 
tuberculosis might be won by dram- 
atization as in the case of the mine 
rescue. But how to do it? 

Recounting vividly the drama in 
the obscure village watched with 
breathless anxiety by the world for 
10 days and pointing the analogy 
to fights against great odds going 
on without drama elsewhere every 
day, he asked, “What was this some- 
thing sublime, that something 
transcending that enlisted the heart 
of the world and made it beat in 
one rhythmic pulse of benevo- 
lence?” And demanded, “Since it 
was so where three men were con- 
cerned, why cannot it be so where 
all mankind is involved? If we 
knew how, could we not enlist hu- 
man benevolence in the struggle 
against adversity as it afflicts not 
three entombed men, but masses, 
millions of them? Could we not 
then resolve our life-sapping prob- 
lems, our economic disorganization 
and our international hatreds? 
Crime and poverty, malice, suspi- 
cion, destructive aggression, could 
they not be made to vanish, once- 
the united benevolence of mankind 
were enlisted? 

“I would be content if at least 
there were some cohesive group of 
men who devoted themselves to a 
study of this matter and gave 
promise of fathoming its mystery.” 

He spoke in favor of the ex- 
hertative appeal, which “speaking 
the language of poets and 
prophets, speaks directly to the 
soul.” Reforms, he believes, can¢ 
not be accomplished by “appeal to 
reason” on scientific lines. Espe- 
cially he inveighs against science, 
materialism, mechanical invention, 
when they fail to take into account 
human elements and moral prob- 
lems. 


“In no age, not even that of Peri- 
cles,” he said, “has reason so domi- 
nated as in ours. And yet, with all 
our wealth of wonders, we are still 
poor and much of our poverty, as 
most of our wealth, we can credit 
to the inordinate dominance of rea- 
son's late-born creature—inductive 
science. Man does not live by 
bread alene, may not even if you 
throw into the bargain cake, an au- 
tomobile and a radio. Man has 
other needs: to know God, to save 
his soul. All men know this, they 
speak of it loudly and often. Our 
age is not indifferent. It is merely 
misguided, misguided in its inordi- 
nate faith in science and scientific 
methods.

North’s fhree heart bid was, 
despite his three honor tricks, a 
slight overbid. The fact that he 
had only three trumps, even though 
they included two honors, and bad 
distribution, needed considerable

On the bidding -it appeared to 
West that the opponents’ trumps 
were rather solid, so he disregarded 
the fact that a singleton trump lead 
usually is bad and opened it any- 
way. Dummy’s jack was covered 
with East’s king and the ace won. 
A heart was returned to the queen 
and a low diamond followed, de- 
clarer playing the jack and West 
winning with the queen. 


T THIS point West had only to 
count the diamonds already 
played and in sight to see that 
only the ace and nine still were out- 
standing. Declarer was, of course, 


marked with the former card, but 


certainly it should have taken no 
great acumen to note that if he 
had the nine, as well, Hast now 
would be void and would ruff. On 
the other hand, if East held the 
nine spot and declarer the blank 
ace a diamond return could do no 
harm. 

On West’s actual return of a club 
dummy’s king won and the trumps 
were drawn. Then the king of 
clubs was cashed and a low diamond 


lled to the ace. 


Meanwhile West had been run- 
ning into serious discard difficul- 
ties. Forced to reduce to four 
cards, he had. to guard the diamond 
suit and therefore could keep only 
two spades, the ace-queen. Declarer 
led the diamond nine and, of course, 
West did not cover, since he could 
see that the nine blocked declarer 
from his established finesse. There 
was, however, an easy way out for 
declarer. He simply laid down the 
spade king, and after West had 
cashed his ace and queen, he was 
forced to make dummy a present of 
its diamond king. Thus five-odd 
were made. 

It would have been a vastly dif- 
ferent story had West returned a 
diamond after winning the queen. 
East would ruff and lead a spade. 
Another diamond lead would re 
sult in another ruff, and a second 
lead through the king of spades, 
two additional spade tricks. The 
four trick swing was not entirely 
a matter of a “bad guess.”

“The Star Spangled Banner”; Edgar 
Allen Poe and the*house where he 
lived and his grave. 

There is another story—peculiarly 
Baltimore’s own—that Wallis War- 
field must have learned. 

It is the story of a charming girl, 
beautiful and spirited, born in the 
city of sedate red brick houses and 
snow-white doorsteps 150 years ago. 
Betsy Patterson—the belle of a 
society the like of which has not 
flourished since. Betsy Patterson 
who, at 18, had suitors from north 
and south, east and west, who was 
known for her sparkling wit and 
her cleverness as well as her phys- 
ical loveliness. 

Beautiful Betsy Patterson who 
fell in love with a Prince—— 

He was Capt,.Jerome Bonaparte, 
brother of Napoleon Bonaparte, the 
first Consul of France. Handsome 
and dashing and debonair, he came 
to America in 1803 and, in Septem- 
ber, arrived in Baltimore in time 
for the races. (Then, as today, a 
Maryland tradition.) 

It was Samuel Chase, another 
signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, who introduced them 
and for both, from that moment of 
first meeting the rest was inevita- 
ble. Soon Betsy Patterson and 
Capt. Bonaparte were engaged.

They sailed 
from Philadelphia, with an aunt as 
chaperone. But ill luck was soon 
upon them.

At last the young couple reached 
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London, where a French guard 
prevented her landing. Jerome, 
vowing undying love, set off for 
Paris to win permission from his 
brother for Betsy to enter France. 

Betsy Patterson Bonaparte never 
saw her husband again. 

Forbidden to step on French soil, 
she went to England and, at Cam- 
berwell, near London, her son was 
born. She christened him Jerome 
Napoleon Bonaparte. Bitter and 
humiliating months passed, with 
scant word from Jerome. Alone, 
in a strange country, the young 
mother showed a stanch and cour- 
ageous nature to be marveled at. 

But the blow was to fall— 

Napoleon tried to force the Pope 
to annul the marriage of Betsy and 
Jerome; the Pope refused. Napo- 
leon, thereupon, ordered French 
courts to declare the marriage null 
and void. They did—and weak, 
fickle Jerome went through a sec- 
ond marriage, dictated by his 
brother. 

Betsy returned to Baltimore to 
live there until old age—a figure of 
mystery, tragedy and romance. 

That is the story that Wallis War- 
field, as every other Baltimore 
schoo] child, must have learned. It 
is a story to be recalled for its simi- 
larity—in part; at least—with 
events of the times. But today 
there are differences, as well as 
similarities. Jerome Bonaparte has 
written his name in history as a 
weakling, as one to accept, with 
servility, the dictation of others, as 
a prince who was without royalty 
and who broke faith with his love. 


ALLIS WARFIELD spent two 
W summer at Miss Charlotte No- 

land’s Camp for Girls, at her 
home, Burland, near Middleburg, 
Va.—the estate which today is 
owned by William Ziegler. 

It was several years later that 
Miss Noland established Foxcroft, 
which today is so outstanding 
among fashionable and exclusive 
schools for girls in America. 

The camp which Wallis Warfiela 
and about 20 other girls, almost all 
from Baltimore, attended, was in 
no sense a school. It was designed 
for recreation, wholesome and out- 
of-doors—a place so delightful that, 
invariably, young charges, obliged 
to return home, wept. 

At Miss Noland’s there was norse- 
back riding and swimming and 
games, rustic cottages and—for “old 
giris’” who had been there before— 
the “tepee,” a tent, to live in which 
was the absolute summit of ambi- 
tion of every girl at Burland. 

There was, too, “The Flying 
Yankee”—an old eighteenth century 
coach of amazing size and elegance 
into which 21 girls could—and did— 
crowd, all in their best, be-ruffled 
summer frocks and flower-decked 
straw hats, as, with Miss Noland, 
they set off to attend garden par- 
ties in the neighborhood. 


Oh, yes, summers at Burland 
were, indeed, to be remembered! 

The name “The Flying Yankee” 
was. painted on the sides of the 
coach, There was another vehicle, 
unnamed and much less impressive, 
to ride in which was even more of 
a treat to Wallis Warfield and her 
particular circle.of friends.

One of these ravishing creatures 
(there appears to be no record 
which one) was Wallis Warfield, at- 
tired, like the others, in borrowed 
evening gowns, too large, fio doubt, 
but very fine to 14-year-old eyes. 

Middleburg liked the show, too, 
and applauded. Afterward there 
was dancing and the evening end- 
ed (rather early) as a distinct suc- 
cess. 

Other events at Burland, still re- 
membered, are the times the girls, 
invited to a garden party in Mid- 
dleburg, were obliged to walk a 
mile to their destination; the times 
they went coon hunting and gigging 
for frogs; the time, on their way to 
go_ swimming, they crossed a corn- 
field and killed a black snake; 
“hobble skirt races” (hobble skirts 
were in vogue then), when they tied 
hair-ribbons about their pleated 
skirts and raced for a goal. 

Burland—yes, Burland, indeed, 
where, from morning until night, 
the hours were crowded and care- 
free—where days were all sunlight 
and blue skies, and life itself as 
dream-like and guileless as the trail 
of a_ velvet-winged butterfly 
through tall, nodding poppies.

UT summers at Burland, alas— 
as elsewhere—came to an end. In 
September there was Oldfield’s 
again, where the rising bell rang, 
unfailingly, at 7 a. m., and, from 
then on until “lights out,” hours of 
the day were apportioned in a 


schedule far different from the easy 


routine at camp. 

There were no beaux, no “date 
nights” at Oldfield’s. Visits from 
brothers, even, had to be arranged 
with some care. 

Students were allowed two week- 
ends in town yearly, providing they

If any student received a letter 
from a young man, she was in- 
structed to take it to Miss Nan. 

Students were required to make 
their own beds (a task which Wal- 
lis Warfield loathed.) 

For going out on a wet day with- 
out rubbers the penalty was to 
learn a specified number of lines 
of poetry.

But there was fun, too. Coasting 
‘In the winter . . . visiting in the 
pleasant intimacy of the dormitory 
after study hours . . . boxes from 
home . . . school plays . . . school 
parties... basketball... 

There was a Sunday when nine 
girls from Oldfield’s—including 
Wallis Warfield—accompanied by a 
teacher, set off for a walk. They 
passed a deserted old house with 
some of its windows broken. The 
temptation of those windows was 
too much! Someone picked up a 
stone and let it fly. A moment later, 
nine young ladies—far from sedate 
—were hurling missiles through the 
air. Their aim was excellent. Be- 
fore the excitement ended, amid re- 
sounding sounds of smashing glass, 
17 more windows showed gaping 
holes. 

The nine had “had their fling,” 
literally, and, without delay were 
to learn that, for such, there is a 
price. 

For two weeks they were not al- 
lowed to join the other girls after 
study hours—easily the best part of 
the day. The guilty nine, instead, 
sat in a classroom, listening while 
an instructor read aloud to them. 
The first evening when, at the end 
of the hour's reading, the girls arose 
to go, they said good-night politely 
and spoke about how interesting 
the book had been. 

“Really?” exclaimed the instruc- 
tor, “I'm surprised, because [ 
picked the dullest one I could find!” 

Nevertheless, the reading contin. 
ued for two weeks. The punish- 
ment—well calculated—for the spire 
ited young culprits was to be bore-

Nothing could be a lovelier sight 
than May Day at Oldfield’s. It was

HE amount of blood which goes 
to an extremity, either the foot 
or the hand, is controlled by a 
network of nerves which arise from 
the sympathetic nervous system, 
and at some 
places enmesh the 
| arteries. By their 
f action these ves- 
if sels can be stim- 
f ulated to go into 
spasm so that no 
blood gets to the 
surface, or they 
may dilate so that 
the foot is flood- 
1 ed with blood. 
When the muscles 
are working they 
*need an extra 
1 supply of blood, 
and the vessels 
dilate to allow 
this. 

Temperature changes also affect 
the vessels. Cold at first contracts. 
Because nature realizes that the 
part needs more blood to warm it 
up, it dilates them. To heat, they 
respond by a very short period of 
contraction and then by dilation. It 
is easy to see thatifthese mechan- 
isms get out of control, the results 
will’ be uncomfortable and possibly 
quite serious. 

For the prevention of chilblains, 
which is the simplest of the condi- 
tions in which the nervous control 
of the blood vessels is deranged, 
the important thing is to take spe- 
cial pains not to interfere with 
free circulation in the feet. Tight 
ghoes and- tight garters should be 
\voided. The temperature of the 
feet should be kept at a uniform 
level by wearing soft woolen socks 
or stockings. It is a good -thing 
to raise and lower the feet every 
once in a while. Put your feet on 


your desk, in other words. 
* » - 


burning and cracking, the feet 

should be washed in cold salt 
water, wiped dry, and treated with 
equal parts of glycerin and tincture 
of iodine. This iodized glycerin 
should be smeared all over the foot, 
and the foot covered with a stock- 
ing on retiring. 

Heat in all forms, such as dia- 
thermy and infra-red rays, is ben- 
eficial. 

The skin should be hardened by 
any form of alcohol, a homely old 
application being a solution of salt 
in brandy applied to the skin. 

Another attack on all these foot 
and leg conditions is by limiting 
the amount of tobacco. Tobacco 
has a well-known influence in con- 
stricting blood vessels. Angina 
pectoris (pain in the heart) is prob- 
ably due to a spasm of the blood 
vessels going to the heart, and in 
this connection the physician al- 
ways stops the use of tobacco be- 
cause tobacco increases the 
spasm. So in those cases called 
intermittent claudication, in which 
there is pain in the calves of the 
legs on walking due to spasm of 
the vessels, and in Berger’s disease, 
tobacco is stopped. 

If. these cases become severe 
enough, a great deal of success has 
been attained by stripping away 
the nerves enmeshing the blood 
vessels and so relieving them of 
nervous control. Also machines, 
by which pressure is alternately 
increased and decreased around an 
extremity by suction, have been 
found valuable (Vapex machines.)
